Florida to a greater extent than ever before, Or- 

mond Beach, one of the country’s oldest Winter 
resorts, is preparing this season to welcome the largest num- 
ber of visitors in its history. This resort has retained much 
of its traditional charm, but at the same time has kept pace 
with modern times. 

Ormond Beach is situated on a narrow strip of land 
between the Atlantic Ocean and the Halifax River and en- 
joys a semi-tropical climate. One of Nature’s finest gifts 
to the Halifax Country is the 20 miles of beach, where the 
first automobile speed trials were held more than a quarter 
of a century ago and which provides much pleasure to those 
who enjoy surf bathing. 

The Hotel Ormond and cottages, of the Flagler System, 
siuated opposite “The Casements,” for many years the Win- 
ter home of the late John D. Rockefeller, Sr., opened for its 
fifty-third season on January 6. The hotel, with its wide 
verandas and lawns beside the Halifax River, and its bathing 
pavilion on the ocean, has undergone a number of improve- 
ments during the Summer. The most important of which is 
the enlarging and redecorating of the Cocktail Lounge, which 
was met with hearty approval by guests the opening night, 
when many parties were given here preceding the dinner 
dance. 

Mr. Sheridan W. Scott, manager, formerly of The 
Breakers at Palm Beach, is planning many interesting diver- 
sions and novel entertainments for his guests. There will be 
a weekly program of bridge parties, teas, Champagne hours, 
dinner dances and social functions. Putting matches will be 
held each week on the Barbour Oval, the attractive putting 
course on the East lawn. 

The stable will again have a fine string of saddle horses 
to offer those interested in this sport. Besides horseback 
riding, the sports program will include golf, tennis, fishing, 
archery and lawn bowling. 

The Hotel Ormond golf course is open for the season 
with James K. Thomson as professional. The inaugural 
tournament, an 18-hole Medal Play Handicap, was contested 
on Christmas Day. 

The outstanding golf event of the season will be the 
Women’s South Atlantic Championship, one of the major 
Florida tournaments, which will be held February 27 to 
March 2. Miss Patty Berg, 1938 National Champion, is 
the present titleholder and she is expected to be on hand to 
defend her title the coming winter. The Men’s Ormond 
Beach Championship is also scheduled for the links in Feb- 
ruary and will take place from the 6th to the 10th.

ORRISON FIELD, airport of the Palm Beach’s and 
one of the South’s best equipped landing fields, is 
already being taxed to capacity by the many air 

travelers arriving for a stay in this region or preparatory to 
hopping off for Miami or the Cuban coast. 

Extensive enlargements are being made to the air field 
under the direction of County Engineer Jake Boyd, in order 
to keep up with the increased size of new transport airliners 
which shortly will be making trips through the Southland. 

Coming out of the northern sky like birds on the wing, 
more than one thousand planes from every section of the 
country settled down on Morrison Field recently, presenting 
one of the most thrilling and spectacular scenes ever wit- 
nessed at any airport. 

The majority of them were members of the light plane 
cavalcade, which held a two-day celebration in the Palm 
Beaches preparatory to continuing on to the annual air races 
at Miami. 

One of the most interesting events from a historical 
standpoint, was the departure recently of the first aircade 
to Nassau, which left Morrison Field to take part in the four- 
day festivities dedicating the first airport at the Bahaman 
capital. 

Heading the flight of five planes which cleared customs, 
was Mr. Rudolph R. Loening, New York, president of the 
Seaplane Flying Association. Accompanying him in a Bel- 
lanca piloted by Nelson A. Miles, was Mr. Harrison Proctor 
of New York. 

Mr. and Mrs. Grover C. Loening, aboard their Gruman 
amphibian, piloted by Ralph Bourdon, had as their guests, 
Mr. and Mrs. C. W. Deeds of Hartford, Conn.

Six hours to Washington, seven and a half to New York 
are ordinary air travel terms used by most Palm Beachers 
today. These, and other fast airline schedules have been 
established to and from the Palm Beaches since the inaugu- 
ration of Eastern Air Line service three years ago. 

The growth of this passenger and mail service to the 
community has been consistently great. Three years ago 
there was but one daily round-trip flight to New York in a 
14-passenger plane. Today there are in operation four daily 
round-trip schedules to New York and intermediate cities, 
and three flights to Chicago in luxurious 21-passenger Doug- 
las planes. 

Schedules are so conveniently arranged, that passengers 
have their choice of morning, noon, evening, or mid-night 
departures from the Palm Beaches. The airline reports that 
destinations of most passengers are only eight hours from 
Palm Beach. 

Through co-ordination with other lines, Eastern Air 
Lines has brought Los Angeles just an afternoon and eve- 
ning away. Honolulu another afternoon and evening. Now 
it is possible to leave Palm Beach in the evening, arrive Ber- 
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muda the next noon—and Lisbon, Portugal, the following 
afternoon. Mexico City is now, just an over night and morn- 
ing flight from Palm Beach. 

To appreciate the value of this fast transport service to 
the Palm Beaches—one should visit the County’s new airport 
“Morrison Field” on Southern Boulevard, and listen to testi- 
monials of incoming passengers. Most often heard, “I can’t 
believe it, flowers, and sunshine, and just six hours ago, we 
left Washington with snow on the ground. It was like a 
moving picture all the way, and we are saving so many extra 
days for our Palm Beach vacation.” 

For those who have never seen the beauty of the Palm 
Beaches from the air, nor known the thrill of flying in the 
large 21-passenger liners, they should avail themselves of a 
half-hour flight to Miami. At present, Eastern Air Lines 
is operating four daily flights between these cities. 

Traveling by air between the Americas, the Pan Ameri- 
can Airlines passenger passes through the four seasons of 
the year in as many days. For example, he leaves spring at 
Miami, Florida, finds summer that afternoon on the southern 
side of the Caribbean at Panama, sees the autumn coming 
along the South American Pacific coast, south of the equator, 
and is wafted into winter down where it’s always Chile. 

This odd fact is because on opposite sides of the equator 
the seasons are reversed. And from Buenos Aires to Boston 
the equator is only three days away by the magic of modern 
transportation. 

Clipper captains and flight officers often wear over- 
coats over the equator, when the ships are flying high. Air 
travelers over the Andes, sitting at ease in comfortably heat- 
ed cabins, find winter temperatures exist outside the ship 
due to the altitude, even in summertime. 

Thus the Clipper ships create their own “seasons,” by 
the levels at which they fly, as well as by the speed with 
which they reach and cross the equator. 

Cuba, the real, tropical interior Cuba outside Havana, 
can this season be covered throughout its ample length by a 
most modern air passenger service.

Formerly tourists flocked to the gay Cuban capital only 
two hours by Clipper ship from Miami but saw nothing of 
the island’s interior beauties and such places of real interest 
as old Santiago down on the eastern end, not far from Haiti. 

Now a fleet of ultra-modern Lockheed transports operated 
by “Cubana,” the Cuban National Airlines, under the wing of 
Pan American Airlines, take tourists in half a day to the far 
reaches of the interesting isle—to Cienfuegos, “city of a hun- 
dred fires,” on the colorful southern shore; Camaguey, in the 
heart of Cuba’s “sugar bowl’; and to Guantanamo, U. S. 
naval base, and Baracoa, one of the world’s busiest banana 
ports. 

The entire island is a series of beautiful and striking 
pictures of typical tropical scenery from the air, travelers 
report. 


Santiago, Chile, on the boundary line between Argentine 
and Chile in the wildest and most desolate part of both coun- 
tries, stands the famous Christ of the Andes statue. 

Dedicated to everlasting peace between the two nations, 
the mammoth monument is located at an altitude of 12,000 
feet. For miles around there is only ice and snow and bleak- 
ness except for a Pan American-Grace Airways weather sta- 
tion, which sits but a few hundred feet away. From here 
weather reports are flashed to the airliners which fly over 
the great Andes range on what has been termed the most 
spectacular air trip in the world. 


There is always something new to attract the visitor’s 
interest in Brazil. It might be the thousand-mile, one-day 
trip up the Amazon to Manaos, by the “Cannibal Clipper.” 
It might be Bahia, city of 300 churches between Recifo and 
Rio. Or it might be the long stretches of dark, green jungle 
that reach to the Andes on the west. 

The Matto Grosso country of Brazil has for a long time 
attracted big game hunters and adventurers. Off the trail 
of airline traffic, it attracts the attention of travelers who, 
if they cannot see it, at least enjoy hearing of it, as they roll 
down the Brazilian coasts. 


Flying clipper ship of the Pan American Airways comes to rest in picturesque old Trinidad, one of the tropic ports of the Spanish Main, 1800 miles from Miami but only one 
day away.

And, before we forget, there is also backgammon, one 
of the oldest of the world’s games and the favorite of Palm 
Beach, offering more exercise for the mind however, than 
for the avoirdupois. 

The famed Poinciana course of the Palm Beach Golf 
Club, scene of outstanding tournament play each winter sea- 
son, and home course of the nationally known Old Guard 
Society of Palm Beach Golfers, has undergone many addi- 
tional changes this summer. These improvements will serve 
to make the already popular layout one of the finest in Flor- 
ida, comparing favorably in topography and in championship 
course requirements with other clubs throughout the country. 

Donald Ross, noted golf course architect, changed six of 
the holes on the course a year ago and the approval was so 
wide-pread that renovations were made on seven more holes 
during the past summer in accordance with the famous archi- 
tect’s plans, as originally presented. 

The length of the course has been increased 600 yards, 
making the entire length a total of 6,013 yards. Changes 
were made on the fifth, sixth, seventh, eighth, eleventh, 
twelfth and fifteenth holes. Improvement of the latter three 
holes completed the renovation of the back nine, begun the 
previous summer, leaving only the first four holes untouched. 

Ross designed a new trap directly in front of the eleventh 
green so that the approach is of the bottle-neck type. The 
twelfth green was moved back and new bunkers added to 
make this par three hole more interesting; the fifteenth 
green was moved to the right behind a series of mounds and 
the tee placed back fifteen yards. 

Most of the added length was accounted for at the sixth 
hole, where a new green, semi-punch-bow] in character, was 
built. Traps were added to increase the difficulty of the 
fifth and seventh holes and the eighth green was moved to 
the right. 
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The 200-yard trap on the eighth fairway was closed in to 
the center of the fairway and another trap was moved to the 
right in a systematic design. Club par remains the same 
at 35-35—70, with complete card as follows: Out 434 444 
44435. In—443 453 444—35—70. 

Mr. E. Thompson Starr, secretary of the Palm Beach 
Golf Club, has returned from Buck Hill Falls, Pa., and re- 
sumed his duties. Both he and Mr. Frank Swanson, super- 
intendent of construction under whose direction the course 
changes were made, claim that both greens and fairways 
are in the finest condition ever known. 

Miss Bessie Fenn has returned as club professional and 
assisting her in instruction are two of the resort’s most pop- 
ular niblick wielders, George Gordon of the Wannamoisett, 
C. C. of Providence, R. I., and Alex Ritchie of Evansville, 
Ind. Jack Walsh of the Siwanoy C. C., Bronxville, N. Y., is 
back as caddy master, making the personnel complete. 

Golfing members and guests of the Everglades Club 
have been receiving a pleasant surprise on returning this sea- 
son to find a decided change and transformation in the locker 
rooms and lounge of the golf house. 

In keeping with the rest of the club proper the golf house 
has received its share of attention with excellent results. 

Jack Ross, popular professional of the Creek Club, on 
Long Island, has returned as club pro at the Everglades and 
is being assisted by Teddy Halvorsen, also of the Creek Club. 
Jimmy Minsky is in charge of the shop.

REATING great interest in the resort is the Chambord, 
© noted French restaurant which opened formally Jan- 
uary 9th for dinner. Scores of winter colonists have 
already entertained at this rendezvous of gourmets where a 
superb cuisine is complemented by an aristocratic cellar of 
rare vintages from the wine countries of old France. 

The Chambord, which is under the direction of Alexis 
Hounie, has brought an innovation to Palm Beach, namely, 
the Sidewalk Cafe.

OLD WORLD CHARM AT NASSAU 


OR the visitor to south Florida, Nassau again presents 
B a tempting picture for a flying trip of several days. 
Its championship golf course, beautiful race track and 
colorful contrast between old world settings that antedate 
the discovery of America and the last word in modern ap- 
pointments in resort hotels and lovely homes capture the 
fancy of the international set with their ineffable charm. 

Just two short hours away by Pan-American Clipper, 
Nassau offers to the winter visitor an interesting combina- 
tion of old world charm and modernity. Picturesque old 
market places, man-made canyons that were hewed through 
the solid rock of the island centuries ago, crumbling old fort- 
resses and a collection of landmarks that have not changed 
appreciably since the days when Blackbeard the pirate ruled 
his minions in Nassau with an iron hand are just around 
the corner from gleamingly modern hotels, beautifully land- 
scaped fairways and a kaleidescope of modern settings for 
the socialite visitor. 

The golfing enthusiast finds a championship eighteen- 
hole course that is a challenge to his skill at the Bahamas 
Country Club; a course that is built into a setting that must 
be included among the most beautiful in the world. Some of 
the rolling fairways run parallel to the sea, which is a gor- 
geous mosaic of colors at this point. 

From royal blue to every shade in the rainbow, the sea 
along these shores is an artist’s dream in rare colors. So 
unusual and vivid are they that several water colors by the 
distinguished artist Sir Norman Wilkinson that depicted 
them faithfully, met with considerable skepticism from his 
audience in London. 

The balance of the golf course is artistically conceived 
so as to take advantage of innumerable tiny lakes and some 
of the island’s most beautiful estates. One walks just be- 
neath the terrace of Lady Williams Taylor’s beautiful home 
on the way to the tenth tee and each fairway is constructed 
so that one obtains a fascinating view of the rolling terrain 
and the vari-colored sea from various vantage points. 

No trip to Nassau is complete without its cruise over the 
amazingly clear waters of the sea in glass bottom boats. 
From the modest little dingys that ply back and forth be- 
tween Hog Island and Nassau, to palatial cruisers, the glass 
bottom which serves as an introduction to a veritable fairy- 
land of underwater beauty is an indispensable adjunct to a 
visit to this colorful island. 

One of the most interesting features of one’s stay in the 
Bahamas is a trip to the bottom of the sea via the world- 
famous photosphere of John Ernest Williamson, creator of 
“Twenty Thousand Leagues Under the Sea” and other under- 
sea motion picture epics. Through this medium one can 
leave the workaday world and wander in a land of enchant- 
ment. 

Continental society is well represented in Nassau, with 
many of the lovely homes along the ridge and other beautiful 
suburban neighborhoods occupied by well known members 
of the international set. Sir Charles Dundas, governor of 
the Bahamas, and his charming wife, Lady Dundas, head an 
interesting coterie of socialites, who attend the races at Mon- 
tagu Park, bask in the sun at Emerald Beach and enjoy the 
colorful atmosphere of Nassau and its environs. 

At the British Colonial the smart set gather in the after- 
noon for cocktails and perhaps a game of tennis on the many 
beautifully groomed tennis courts. This hotel is built in the 
very heart of the city on the edge of the sea, with a bathing 


beach directly across the harbor on picturesque Hog Island. 

The grounds of the Fort Montagu Beach Hotel are 
among the worthwhile sights of the island. Miles of lovely 
gardens built around sparkling lakes, beautiful settings for 
outdoor buffet luncheons under tropical trees, excellently 
appointed tennis courts and the best bathing beach on the 
island of Nassau. 

On chalk white sands that front the Fort Montagu Beach 
Hotel bright parasols and gay colored beach costumes are 
seen each day during the winter season in this smart resort. 
Not the least of the attractions here are a fleet of picturesque 
boats that take one to the countless beautiful islands that 
are within several hours sail from Nassau. 

One of the landmarks is found in the picturesque and 
historic Royal Victoria Hotel, with its old world garden front- 
ing the hotel and its quaint architecture. The Shoreham 
Hotel is the gathering spot for the island’s swimming cham- 
pions. Its modern pools built into the very stone from which 
the hotel was constructed are among the most popular of the 
island rendezvous.

Out at Montagu Park Race Track the lover of the pic- 
turesque and different in resort settings sees the ultimate 
in true Bahamian architecture and appointments blended 
with a program of racing that can safely be said to be unique. 

Conspicuous by their absence are the touts, smart horse- 
players heavy wagerers and garden variety of race track 
habitue, with ownership of the horses confined strictly to 
the international set who make Nassau their home and year 
around residents of Nassau. No outsider can display his 
silks on this jewel of a race track and professional jockeys 
are an unheard of commodity. 

The track itself is one of the loveliest outdoor spots in 
an island noted for its beautiful settings. From the Ba- 
hamian pink of the club house and grand stands to the lush 
green of the infield where the smart set often stage polo 
matches between the races this is one of Nassau’s outstand- 
ing visual treats. 

Fast native-bred ponies, most of them brought over from 
Exuma, one of the picturesque Bahama Islands, will be seen 
on the turf at Nassau this year in addition to the colorful 
field of half-breed and quarter-breed ponies who delight the 
cosmopolitan crowd with their speed and ofttimes their ec- 
centricity. 

Part of the rare enjoyment of a day at the track in Nas- 
sau is to see one of the tiny ponies of this type balk at even 
going onto the track, causing the newcomer to the island to 
think seriously of tearing up his ticket, and a few moments 
later find this selfsame horse romping home six lengths 
ahead of the field. 

According to Mr. George Murphy, director of the Mon- 
tagu Interests, Nassauvians are gradually but expertly de- 
veloping a new type of racehorse, which is the result of cross- 
ing Kentucky throughbred stock with the native ponies, who 
despite their eccentricity are known for their speed and en- 
durance. 

Sir Harry Oakes and other polo enthusiasts have estab- 
lished a between the races novelty at Montagu Park that 
is as unusual as the track itself. Picked teams from the 
island’s expert players gallop across the beautiful infield, 
which is an ideal polo site, swinging their mallets in fast and 
exciting matches.

in an amazingly comprehensive and_ beautifully 
planned continuity, formed the highlight of the Florida His- 
torical Society’s display at the Four Arts, recently. 

With the average display of historic significance a dull 
and drab affair of little or no interest to those who are not 
students in this field, the Historical Society’s exhibition of 
rare maps, relics and other vital information anent to the 
history of the state was simply packed with fascinating facts 
and intriguing documentary evidence. This was arranged in 
such chronological and precise order that even the casual 
visitor could not help but be impressed with their authenci- 
ticy and interest. 

Dr. Edmund LeRoy Dow, who arranged this exhibition 
for the Four Arts showing, has blazed a revolutionary trail 
for the historical societies to follow, by creating a great in- 
terest among the layety in the history of our state and our 
country. 

Beginning with mammoths found in bone beds in the 
Palm Beach region, that hint at almost unbelievable antiq- 
uity, the noted historioligist presented the stages in the dis- 
covery and development of Florida in such a fascinating pic- 
torial and documentary parade of evidence that it brings 
the history of the state up to the present date. 

Bones that show artifacts of Indian tribes who inhabited 
Florida at the time of its discovery, complemented by names 
of the three important Indian nations in existence at that 
time, were on display, with relics of the Apaloche Indians. 
This tribe inhabited the northwestern section of the state, 
the Timuquans in northeastern Florida and the Caloosa In- 
dians the southern portion of the peninsula. 

One of the colorful facts incident to the Caloosa Indians, 
who incidentally were the supposed descendants of the old 
Aztecs, and were noted for their superior intelligence and 
large impressive physiques, is the fact that the Caloosahat- 
chie river derived its name from this superior tribe. Skele- 
tons exhumed from the vicinity of Palm Beach are of especial 
interest in the tracing of this tribe of Indians. 

A chronological display of the flags of the different 
nations which controlled the destinies of Florida was among 
the interesting displays, with its mute story of the various 
phases of the turbulent history of the state. 

The original letter of Ferdinand and Isabella written in 
1492 with its quaint wording that begins impressively with 
“TI, the King” and “I, the Queen,” which was presented to

the Florida Historical Society by its sister society in New 
York, shared interest with numerous books by Washington 
Irving on the discovery of America. 

Facsimiles of letters written by Christopher Columbus, 
describing America, letters of Amerigo Vespucci, Ponce de 
Leon and other Historically significant figures were on dis- 
play. 

A letter empowering Ponce de Leon to take possession of 
Florida, might best be described as possessing evidence that 
could be termed highly controversial, for Charles the Fifth 
of Spain in penning this missive, obviously had previous 
knowledge of this country.Many students are of the opinion 
that Ponce de Leon had made a trip to Florida prior to this 
date of 1502. 

Many books and pictures depicting the adventures of 
Alvar Nunez, who was called “Cabeza de Vaca,” which trans- 
lated literally means ‘‘Head of a cow,” shared interest with 
books written in 1605 when Fernando de Soto was governor 
of Florida. The name of Florida at this time encompassing 
the whole region north of Mexico. 

The origin of the name which our state bears was rep- 
resented as a story in itself. Ponce de Leon, according to 
documentary evidence, named Florida after the ‘Pascua 
Florida,” the “Feast of Flowers,’ which was the Spanish 
designation of Easter. Having landed on Easter Day, the 
noted explorer named this land for the day of his arrival 
upon its beautiful shores. 

A fascinating point in the exhibition at the Four Arts 
was the galaxy of maps which lined the walls of the upper 
gallery, depicting the progress of Florida from the earliest 
known history to the present time, beginning with the first 
map created by Juan de La Cosa in 1500. This map was 
displayed on a large table six feet long under glass. The 
original hangs in the Marine Museum at Madrid. It showed 
all that was known of the American continent of that day 
and was decorated by the features of St. Christopher, said 
to be Christopher Columbus, as well as legendary persons in- 
cluding the Queen of Sheba. The Three Wise Men, the His- 
tory of Babylon and many other interesting figures. 

One of the most absorbing bits of Florida history is 
woven around a map made from drawings by Le Moyne, who 
was commissioned by Rene de Laudonniere to make a map 
of the new land for Coligny, the head of the Protestant 
Church in France at that time. He had sent de Laudonniere 
to Florida in 1562 with a boat-load of Huguenots. Maps 
showed the recapture of this territory by Menendez, who 
massacred the Huguenots at Fort Marion and Fort Caroline, 
afterward named “Matanzas” the Spanish name for “Slaugh- 
ter’? in commemoration of this bloody period in history. 

Following in the continuity come the Jesuits, who were 
brought over to Christianize the Indians. Maps reveal many 
Jesuit missions and an interesting sidelight to this bit of his- 
torical news is the predominance of the Jesuit Order through- 
out the state today. 
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Whales, mammals and sea cows originally thought to be 
mermaids by Columbus, are depicted on maps made from 
ancient drawings. Spain then at the height of her sea power, 
was beset by Corsairs, buccaneers and freebooters and with 
the opening up of this new and rich land this band of cut- 
throats diverted their operations from European trade chan- 
nels to the trade routes of the new land. In those days many 
of the buccaneers were commissioned by Queen Elizabeth, 
then reigning monarch of England, and were knighted by the 
Queen, after she had divested them of half their booty. 


These maps show the extent of the operations of this 
piratical fleet and the various routes taken by the galleons 
conveying gold to Montezuma’s court in Mexico. The opera- 
tions of wreckers, who in later days looted the wrecks of 
ships on reefs off the Florida coast were depicted by maps 
and documents. Many articles of rare interest in this field 
are in the possession of Dr. Dow, whose home is a treasure- 
house of valuable historic data. 


From the wreck of a ship at present located on the bed 
of the sea just south of the inlet, many interesting articles 
have been salvaged. This wreck dates back to 1695, when 
Her Majesty’s ship Winchester sank with all hands. Cannon, 
ammunition, a clay tobacco pipe, the leaves of a prayer-book 
with Latin words still decipherable and a quantity of rope are 
included in this fascinating exhibit, which was brought to 
Florida from the New York World’s Fair. 


Maps show the occupation of most of North America 
by the French; with Louisiana named “Luisianne” and all of 
Florida, except a narrow strip along the coast, in their hands. 
The British at that time were in possession of the east coast 
of Florida. 

In charge of the British possessions in East Florida was 
General Tonyn, whose engraved portrait was among the ex- 
hibits by the Historical Society. 


This General is said to have so inflamed the people in 
his colony that they burned John Hancock and John Quincy 
Adams in effigy during the Revolutionary War. Many of 
the descendants of these people are of the present inhabitants 
of the Bahamas, where many Loyalists fled after the war. 

Evidence that Florida’s history has been a turbulent one 
is found in documents that show the eastern portion of this 
state traded by the Spanish to the British in exchange for 
Cuba and re-exchanged to the Spanish for the Bahamas after

the Revolutionary War, with France holding the west coast 
until after the Louisiana purchase. The government of the 
United States then arbitrarily decided that west Florida had 
been included in this historic purchase from France. 
Jonathan Dickenson’s absorbing story of the disaster 
that befell his ship and his crew and his account of their 
journey by foot from Hobe Sound to St. Augustine gives 
evidence that his descendants still live in Hobe Sound.

Manda is one of their most potent weapons in debunking the 
many highly colored stories propagated by imaginative 
writers. 

The American Orchid Society, incidentally, is comprised 
of one of the most distinguished memberships in the coun- 
try. With commercial orchid growers in the ascendancy on 
the Board of Trustees, due to their experience and knowledge, 
the officers of this famous society are numbered among the 
social set’s most famous flower fanciers. 


Rare and gorgeous aristocrats of the floral world. 


Wharton Sinkler of Elkins Park, Pa., is the president of 
the American Orchid Society, David Lumsden is Secretary 
and Robert H. Roland is Treasurer. Among the Vice-Presi- 
dents are found such distinguished names as Oakes Ames, 
Pierre S. DuPont, Mrs. William K. DuPont, James C. Auch- 
incloss, Mrs. Albert C. Burrage, William R. Coe, Hubert K. 
Dalton, George T. Moore, Edwin S. Webster and Joseph E. 
Widener. On the Board of Trustees are found the names of 
Mr. Joseph A. Manda, Baron R. M. de Schaunsee, George 
W. Butterworth, Sr., and other internationally known author- 
ities on the orchid. 

Orchids are roughly divided into two classes, the ‘‘Ter- 
restrial” and “‘Epthyal,”’ with the latter playing the most im- 
portant part from a cut flower standpoint. Orchidacious 
terms by the way have an inter- 
esting history of their very own. 
To illustrate, the “Miltonia” spe- 
cies of orchid is named after 
Viscount Milton, a famous or- 
chid fancier of his day and vari- 
ous other specie are taken from 
classical terms in Greek myth- 
ology and Latin verse. 


The first plants in the com- 
prehensive collection of Palm 
Beach’s orchid grower came 
from the great Asa Candler col- 
lection at Atlanta, Georgia, 
when it was sold at auction, and 
from that modest inception has 
been developed into a business 
that constitutes one of Palm 
Beach’s most unique industries. 
In the Manda establishment on 
Okeechobee Road there are 8000 
plants, housed within 8000 square 
feet of glass, a fairly clear pic- 
ture of the progress made by 
this floral caterer to the smart 
set since 193. 


Orchid growing calls for in- 
finite patience as well as an in- 
timate knowledge of the pecu- 
liarities of this exotic plant. Not 
until the fifth year of its life 
does a plant begin to flower and 
some varieties produce no bloom 
until they are ten years old. One flower is the limit of a 
plant’s production so it is easily apparent why the orchid is 
the most expensive of all flowers. Manda’s rare collection 
run in value from 75 cents to $150 apiece, with the latter of 
course being listed among the extremely rare and highly 
prized varieties that establish trends in the smart set. 

Plants from the polar regions and deserts; from moun- 
tain tops and tropical’ swamps are seen here, contradicting 
the general belief that these rare blooms are only found in 
dismal malarial and inaccessible swamps. One of the most 
beautiful orchids in the Manda green-houses is a white hybrid 
with a lemon and orange tinted throat eight inches in diam-

ST. AUGUSTINE 


LAGS flying from the standards at the Hotel Ponce de 
Leon, open for its fifty-third season, reflect the cheer- 
ful activity going on behind the time-worn air of re- 

pose for which this town is notable. Since the restoration 
program got under way, emphasis has been placed on the his- 
torical interest of the town and its old world appearance. 
But actually St. Augustine is busy with a variety of projects 
and activities. 

The Alcazar hotel, long one of the town’s outstanding 
structures, has been leased to the city for a period of years 
and this attractive building, closed since 1931, will shortly 
house several town projects. Headquarters for the restoration 
program, in which Carnegie Institution of Washington, D. C., 
is co-operating, are being set up there now. 

The Alcazar faces a part of town known as the Alameda 
and is notable for its red Spanish tiled roof, terra cotta tur- 
rets and lovely patio and gardens. For forty years it was 
an outstanding hotel of the Flagler system. 

The Hotel Ponce de Leon and the Alcazar were both 
designed by the New York architects, Carrere and Hastings, 
and erected in the years between 1885 and 1888. They are in 
the style of the early Spanish renaissance, which was strongly 
influenced by the Moorish spirit. 

Long a favorite place of artists and writers, this aspect 
of the town’s life seems to be becoming more pronounced. 
The League of American Pen Women has an active branch 
that is planning a book luncheon at the Hotel Ponce de Leon 
on January 29. The St. Augustine Arts Club, which has 
twice the membership of last year, will have its first exhibi- 
tion of the season early in February. Mr. Benoni Lockwood, 
of New York, is president of the Arts Club. 


Music lovers are finding inspiration in the presence of 
Mr. Sidney Homer, the composer, and his charming wife, 
Madame Louise Homer, who now make St. Augustine their 
winter home. A program of Sidney Homer’s music was 
given recently at a concert of the St. Cecilia Club, local group 
of music lovers. The singers included the Misses Eloise 
Temple, Monroe, La., and Lucy Marshall, of Jacksonville, 
whose studies are being sponsored by the Louise Homer 
Scholarship Foundation, Inc., The Foundation was estab- 
lished here last year “to encourage and develop musical tal- 


ent through the highest standard of musical training, and 
to make available to persons of limited means opportunity 
of advanced musical education.” 

A little theatre association, formed this winter with a 
membership of 250, is preparing for its first major produc- 
tion. 

St. Augustine’s annual winter fete, “A Day in Old 
Spain,” will be held March 7th, a fortnight earlier than 
usual. The opening ceremonies of the fete will be held on 
the balcony of the Fatio house, on Aviles Street, recently 
acquired by the Colonial Dames of America in Florida for a 
clubhouse. 

This interesting old house, built of coquina, is one of the 
best examples in St. Augustine of the architecture of the sec- 
ond Spanish occupation of the town. The house takes its 
name from the Fatio family, descendents of Francis Philip 
Fatio, who came to Florida in 1771. 

The returning winter colony will find other develop- 
ments in the town’s restoration program. Last winter the 
Llambias house on St. Francis Street, a small coquina struc- 
ture with low, overhanging wooden balcony which dates from 
the first Spanish occupation of the town, before 1763, was 
acquired for the city by the Carnegie Institution of Wash- 
ington, D. C., and the St. Augustine Historical Society. 

The Federated Garden Clubs of St. Augustine, appointed 
custodian of the Llambias house, are now devoting their ef- 
forts to establishment there of a garden center, and the res- 
toration of the old garden. Considerable restoration work 
has been done there in the last few months. 

Last December the St. Augustine Historical Society took 
over another of the old dwellings, a picturesque house on 
Aviles Street known as the Don Toledo house.

eter, which has been named after Miss Joan Manda, daughter 
of the Palm Beach orchid specialist. 

Most of the specimen or parent plants used here come 
from Columbia and Venezuela and are cross-bred through 
pollination. Each separate and distinct species is tagged 
and a family history as concise and comprehensive as that of 
the most pedantic family compiled back to the remote origin 
of the original specie. Ten years is the average time neces- 
sary for bringing a new Orchid Style into the world of flower 
fanciers. 

Dark colored orchids are the most popular in Palm Beach 
and are worn by members of the town’s social set. They last 
from ten days to two weeks if properly cared for. The 
amount of work incidental to an establishment of the sort 
found in West Palm Beach is aptly illustrated by a single 
item. The family history of every one of 8000 plants in this 


collection must be kept up to date. 

Orchid growing is admittedly a fascinating business and 
must have furnished an interesting field of study for the 
past half century, but the orchid grower of today as exem- 
plified by the Mandas of New Jersey and Palm Beach is in- 
deed a versatile chap, combining artistic ability in blending 
his rare plants with the modern trends in dress and decora- 
tions by cross-breeding and a knowledge of everything from 
growing to shipping problems. 

Shipping orchids to New York, Philadelphia, Chicago, 
Miami and other important metropolitan centers of America 
is all in the day’s work with these orchid specialists. Fast 
airplanes transport their precious cargo to any point in the 
country for any given social occasion. Little wonder that 
the modern orchid has become streamlined, in this day of 
the super-trained orchid grower.

Havana's beautiful Prado, known the world 
over as the meeting place for the cosmo- 
polite, decorates the very heart of the met- 
ropolis with its gorgeous mosaic of pat- 
terned marble and picturesque trees. In 
the distance the ancient Morro Castle is

via miles of magnificent highways to the interior, 

where one sees old world settings that have remained 

much the same for centuries. For travelers who can detect 

the echoes, on historic sites, of romantic happenings in the 

past, probably no place in the New World so rings with cos- 

mic chuckles as the colorful Cuban province of Santa Clara. 

This picturesque region on the dazzling blue shores of 

the Caribbean was once the site of this continent’s most colos- 

sal practical joke on the doughty explorer, Christopher 
Columbus. 


The hardy mariner landed on Cuba’s coast in the Fall 
of 1492, after his incredible voyage across the Atlantic. He 
believed that he had found the Orient and expressed the pious 
hope that “the Lord in His infinite mercy will direct us to 
find gold.” Overjoyed at this beautiful shore, with its high 
airy mountains, and thick rich vegetation, Columbus prompt- 
ly concluded that he had made a landfall on the fabulous 
isle of Cipangu (Japan) which Marco Polo had described so 
glowingly. 

The modest native huts along the coast did not quite 
coincide with the tales Marco Polo had told of gold-roofed 
cities and splendid potentates, but Columbus’ spirits revived 
when he heard tales of Cubanacan, up the coast. The optim- 
istic explorer, by a feat of mental legerdemain, was convinced 
because of the similarity of names that this was the fabled 
city of Kublai Khan, also described by Marco Polo but not 
as being on the Isle of Cipangu. 

He dispatched to the ‘Great Khan” two Spaniards, with 
a knowledge of Hebraic, Chaldaic, and Arabic, on the chance 
that the Khan might speak one of these tongues, and settled 


oe the least of the charm of a visit to Cuba is a trek 
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down to wait for news of the great discovery. Needless to 
say, the emissaries found one of Cuba’s earliest Indian set- 
tlements, presided over by a chieftain who spoke no word of 
Hebraic, Chaldaic, or Arabic. The chief was intrigued by 
his strange visitors, however, and although he had no gold 
he sent them back to Columbus loaded with polite presents 
of tobacco.

Base Plantings 


HE BASE planting might be defined as the grouping 
of plant material in particular relation to the resi- 
dence and other buildings on the property, and, in 

the development of the modern residential property, has 
come to constitute one of the most important of the out-of- 
door elements, says John V. Watkins, Assistant Professor 
Horticulture, University of Florida. As they tend to blend 
the structures with the surrounding landscape, these plant- 
ings form a compliment of neutral green to the architecture. 
It is the consensus of opinion that the value of the founda- 
tion or base planting increases as the size of the houses de-

creases. For example, there seems to be greater propor- 
tionate significance to a base planting around a small subur- 
ban cottage than to an extensive base treatment of a huge 
manor house. 

During the past decade, garden conscious people have 
observed a most commendable increase in well kept founda- 
tion plantings throughout the south. Not only are the home 
owners taking more care to develop their grounds, in the 
best possible manner, but real estate operators, seeing the 
advantage of well planted homes are arranging for nursery- 
men to set complete plantings as soon as the carpenters and 
painters finish. A modern home certainly is incomplete 
without an accompanying compliment of well cared for 
plants. 

The properly executed foundation planting connects the 
structure with the earth and the adjacent shrub borders so 
that after a time, the house and the grounds will appear to 
have grown together into a permanent, harmonious whole. 

Plant material tends to soften architectural lines, and it 
will, when selected and placed with care, accent certain fea- 
tures. Unquestionably, well grown specimen plants will add 
a finish, a completeness to any building. Large scale hardy 
evergreen plant material is frequently used to screen out 
objectional views or unavoidable man-made structures and 
to attain privacy. 

It is considered good taste to use occasional specimen 


shrubs for accent, then frankly, to allow the foundation to 
merge into the lawn, unadorned. A restrained use of plant 
material around the foundations of our modern little houses 
is very much in vogue, and the old style planting which em- 
ployed rank upon rank of evergreen specimens is rapidly 
passing into disuse. 

We find no standardized designs which require the 
usage of certain plants to the exclusion of others and since 
even the same varieties of plants vary materially in size and 
vigor, it is seldom that two plantings are seen that bear any 
striking resemblance. Thus, each planting is more or less a 
distinct entity and there is little likelihood of monotony in 
landscape designs if they are well thought out before they 
are executed. Conscientious designers are seriously con- 
cerned with the overuse of certain species and they are mak- 
ing commendable efforts to avoid this weak point in planting 
design. 

It must be borne in mind that a garden reflects the 
taste of its owner and this presence or lack of style will be 
projected through the planting to the house itself, so it is 
essential that the greatest care be observed in the planning 
and planting and in the general maintenance of the garden. 

Plants must be used to supplement the architecture and 
they should be selected with this point in mind rather than 
because their rarity will make them good members of a min- 
iature botanical garden. Good taste in the landscape design

demands that the welfare of the individual give way to the 
appearance of the whole. And, with this idea in mind, prun- 
ing and fertilizing must be engaged in with considerable 
forethought, lest the planting get entirely out of hand. How 
often have we seen a tiny white bungalow peeking through 
a ten-foot screen of plant material that was set as a founda- 
tion planting by some well-meaning plantsman? He did his 
part but the owner did not use his pruning shears, and as a 
result, the plants had gotten entirely out of scale for the 
little house.

When the current Exhibition cioses on Sunday, February 
4th the staff will immediately begin preparations for the 
next exhibition, a special collection of ‘Portraits’ by an in- 
vited group of American and European portrait painters. 
This show will have its preview on Thursday, February 8, 
with a tea for members at the gallery. Both upper and 
lower galleries will be required for this Exhibition. 

The Music Committee under the direction of Mrs. 
Grover Loening is now in the midst of elaborate prepara- 
tions for the major concert of the season to be given on Men- 
day evening, February 26th, by the National Symphony 
Orchestra of Washington, D. C., under the direction of Dr. 
Hans Kindler. This event, to be presented in the Paramount 
Theatre, is attracting the attention of music lovers in all of 
South Florida as it is one of the finest American Symphony 
orchestras and in addition it is making its first southern tour 
this year. 

Through his boundless courage and the enthusiasm of 
his spirit, as well as through his musical genius, Dr. Kindler 
has, in the amazingly short space of eight years, developed a 
group of players into an integrated symphonic organization, 
which plays not only with superb skill, but combines the fire 
of youth with the confidence of maturity. 

The National Symphony’s phenomenal development has 
caused even Dr. Kindler to describe his organization as a 
“prodigy.” 

No one has borne as large a share of the responsibility 
for the orchestra’s artistic achievement as Dr. Kindler him- 
self. To begin with, he insisted on players who could give 
more to the orchestra than instrumental facility. He de- 
manded their spiritual co-operation and willingness to become 
part of a closely knit ensemble. He treats his players as 
personalities and receives from them something far greater 
than mere mechanical response. Indeed, the orchestra be- 
comes truly eloquent. 

On these principles of conducting, Dr. Kindler based 
the formation of the National Symphony and, in 1931, ninety- 
seven people agreed to support him by contributing to an 
orchestral maintenance fund. The beginnings were meagre, 
but once the symphonic seed was planted in the Nation’s 
Capital, Dr. Kindler made it grow.

His recent concerts in his native Holland, with 
the Chicago Symphony Orchestra at Ravinia Park, the Los 
Angeles Philharmonic Orchestra in the Hollywood Bow] and 
with the Symphony Orchestra in Toronto have won him new 
laurels. In every city where he appeared as guest conductor, 
his concerts wwere pronounced among the most successful of 
the season. 

In previous years, he has conducted the Philadelphia 
Orchestra in one of its regu!ar series concerts at the invita- 
tion of Leopold Stokowski.

angler dreams about and strives to make an actuality. 

Anglers galore are making the trek southward this sea- 
son in the hope of landing one of these aristocrats of the sea, 
which will later adorn the wall of his hunting lodge or coun- 
try place. 

The waters just off Palm Beach have been finally 
acknowledged beyond dispute as the favorite haunt of the 
wily sailfish, as well as many other types of fighting game 
fish. 

Here one may also find the huge marlin, though less 
frequently than the sailfish, and also wahoo, amberjack, king- 
fish, bonita, and innumerable other sporting varieties which 
bring a thrill to the successful fisherman. 

For the seasoned veteran there are also several thrilling 
trips that may be taken. The Bahama islands, where the 
huge blue marlin make their feeding grounds are just a day 
away. Bone-fishing in the keys from an open boat on light 
tackle is one of the most exciting events in the category of 
angling. 

The inland waters of Florida entered by the sea attract 
the silver-king tuna while the many land-locked lakes produce 
fighting bass in quantities. 

Yet, with all this variety, the story the anglers tell most 
frequently concerning tropical fishing, is the one about the 
eight-foot sailfish landed within sight of the golden coast 
of Palm Beach. 

Ready and waiting to serve the angler’s most wildest 
wish in the way of tropical fishing at Palm Beach, is one of 
the finest fleets of sport fishing boats ever assembled at one 
dock under the command of veteran skippers who know the 
Florida waters and those of the Bahamas like a book. 

Tne Poinciana Boat Basin, located just north of the 
Whitehall Hotel, has been famous for years for its fine craft 
and efficient boat captains. 

Record fish of all types have been brought over the side 
by these men in the waters of the Gulf Stream just east of 
the resort or in the neighboring waters of the Bahaman 
islands. 

All boats in the Poinciana Boat Basin are of the cabin 
cruisers type, ranging upwards from 36 feet in length and 
carrying accommodations for a day, week or fortnight’s stay 
in the fishing grounds of the Florida peninsula. 

World-famous sportsmen and noted personages in all 
walks of life have fished with these captains, landing every- 
thing from the silver sailfish to the huge killer-whales and 
manta-rays as well as bringing in such edible types as kings, 
blues, amberjack, pompano and even turtles. Every day is 
an adventure with these captains. No one knows what he 
will encounter in the deep reef found off-shore of this world- 
famous resort, known as the sailfish capital of the continent. 

Captain Jim McAskill, veteran sportsman and noted 
hunting guide, who hails from the famous Riley Brook gec- 
tion of Canada, is dockmaster at the Poinciana Basin and 
tends to the needs of all wishing to go game fishing.

Riviera Club, the million-dollar entertainment center, just 
across the George Washington Bridge, atop the Palisade in 
New Jersey, Marden’s natural propensities for pleasing the 
public are reaping rewards for the Casino this season. 

The Casino is the perfect place for diversion. Its many 
rooms, in Italian Renaissance style, are outstanding examples 
of fine art and decoration. The “Pausas Room, is one of the 
more famous in the building. It is used only by Cuban fam- 
ilies who wish to keep their wooing of Lady Luck in utmost 
secrecy. 

One of the world’s outstanding works of art graces 
the front of the Casino. It is a marble fountain, with a cir- 
cular group of nude dancing girls, created by Leon Gamba, 
the Italian sculptor, who created a minor revolution in the 
course of the fountain’s construction. 

High atop a promonotory that overlooks the Gulf of 
Mexico, the Hotel Nacional de Cuba, Havana’s popular year- 
’round vacation resort, paradoxically owes its superb van- 
tage-point to marauding pirates that centuries ago sailed the 
Spanish Main plundering the rich cities of the Caribbean. 

Continually harassed by roving buccaneers who raided 
the virtually defenseless city after anchoring their galleons 
in coves near Havana to escape the cannon-fire of Morro and 
La Punta fortresses at the harbor entrance, the Corporation 
of Havana ordered all roads emanating from the city to be 
closed. Only one highway was permitted to remain open, 
that which passed along the seacoast directly in front of what 
is now the site of the Hotel Nacional. 

At the same time a manifesto was issued by Havana’s 
governor declaring that, ‘““No person may be so bold as to 
open a new road or path leading to the seacoast or entering 
this city under penalty, if he be Spaniard, a fine of fifty 
pesos for the War Chest, and if he hasn’t the wherewithal to 
pay, a penalty of one hundred lashes. If he be a free Negro 
or salve or mulatto, the penalty of the loss of one foot, and 
if he be Indian, a year’s service in the fortress.” 

Attesting to the severity of the penalties the hill upon 
which the Hotel Nacional is now situated was known as “Ve- 
dado” or “Forbidden.” Here at this strategic vantage point 
a fortress was erected and named the Bateria de Santa Clara, 
or Santa Clara Fortress, after the Count of Santa Clara. 
Overlooking Havana harbor, Santa Clara Fortress guarded 
the seafront highway against surprise attacks, and with 
Morro Castle and La Punta Fortresses, protected the harbor 
entrance. 

Reminiscent of historic Santa Clara Fortress, time- 
scarred cannon, rough-hewn parapet, and subterranean dun- 
geons add a charming and decorative note to the 13-acre 
grounds that surround the Hotel Nacional.

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OST of us are familiar with the old bromide, “A weed 
is a plant out of place,’ and no doubt this is a very 
good characterization for such things as tick seed, 

pigweed, careless weed or crab grass, when they entrench 
themselves firmly in our gardens against our will says 
John V. Watkins, Assistant Professor, Horticulture, Univer- 
sity of Florida. 

When a tiny wildling that has long been ignored by hor- 
ticulturists is suddenly transplanted into gardens, and 
through sheer merit reaches a high crest of public favor, it 
can no longer be designated as a weed but it must rightfully 
take its place as a good garden plant. 

First of all, there is the story of the little blossoming 
annual that is sometimes called Dahlborg Daisy in honor of 
the Miamian who saw its value and introduced it into city 
plantings. The horribly difficult name, Thymophylla tenui- 
loba has been assigned by a scientist as descriptive of this 
plantlet that is native to Texas and adjacent Mexico, and 
naturalized in certain parts of Florida. 

Seeds are stored over summer and sown in September. 
Germination is rather slow, but after the seedlings begin to 
appear in about fifteen days, growth is continued at a grati- 
fying rate. The foliage is extremely fine, feathery, and aro- 
matic when it is crushed. When the plants reach a height of 
3 or 4 inches, the flowers begin to appear, and from then 
on until the plants die in the summer, there are myriads of 
tiny golden daisies that contribute in no small way toward 
a colorful winter and spring garden. The plants never ex- 
ceed a height of fourteen inches and are never out of bloom; 
never look unattractive. The plants, when set in single rows, 
with about eight inches between individuals, overlap with 
each other and the result is a continuous unbroken ribbon 
of gold above the lacey green of the foliage. 


Picture a garden path of bright green turf edged on 
either side by these striking rows of tiny yellow daisies that 
Dahlberg introduced from the wild. The combination is most 
delightful and is sure to evoke very favorable comment from 
all garden lovers who see it. 

The second weed is the procumbent perennial herb, 
Dichondra carolinensis. This is an excellent example of the 
fact that one man’s valued plant is another man’s noxious 
weed. In northern Florida we have seen gardeners spend 
hours upon hours digging, pulling, picking Dichondra from 
their Centipede or Bermuda lawns. In East Coast tourist 
centers, we have seen entire lawns composed of pure cul- 
tures of Dichondra. Lawns are set directly with sods cut 
from commercial plantations of this tiny weed. Nursery- 
men cherish it, tend it, and grow it to perfection for use on 
the winter estates. 

This Dichondra is the little round-leafed plant that you 
have seen growing in mucky soils, perhaps in a lawn on the 
north side of a house. The procumbent stems lie along the 
surface of the ground, running this way and that to form, 
under favorable conditions, a perfect ground cover of tiny, 
light green, heart-shaped leaves. 

One meets all sorts of groundcovers and they are all 
good so long as they perform their function. Though the 
grasses are by far the most popular of the plants used to 
hide the earth, there is no good reason why some other plant 
materials should not serve as a green blanket for barren 
ground. Even though Dichondra’s leaves are not narrow, 
elongate, strap shaped like blades of grass, it makes a good 
sound covering for the earth, and after all, that is the im- 
portant consideration. Any plant that serves a purpose so 
well should be cherished and encouraged even though it is a 
native “weed.”
